President  and  Members: 

The  basic  purpose  of  a  Student  Teaching  Agreement  is  to 
provide  teaching  experience  through  practice  teaching  and  to 
provide  for  supervised  field  experience  in  the  public  schools  in 
various  authorized  credentials  or  public  school  service  to 
students  enrolled  in  teacher  education  curricula  of  such 
institutions.   Such  an  agreement  allows  the  City  College  of  San 
Francisco  at  Phelan  and  other  campuses  to  provide  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  assist  the  California  State  University  in  their 
conduct  of  teacher  training  programs.   The  agreement  sets  up  an 
estimated  total  number  of  units  of  practice  teaching  at  City 
College  for  participation  as  needed  for  the  Academic  year  1994- 
1995.   The  California  State  University  provide  $16.67  per  quarter 
unit  or  $25.00  per  semester  unit  to  be  paid  to  the  "supervising 
teacher  as  compensation  for  and  recognition  of  services  performed 
for  the  student  teacher  in  the  supervisory  teacher's  charge"  and 
no  amount  to  the  District  for  administrative  costs. 

This  Student  Teaching  Agreement  with  its  rates  and 
payment  form  was  accepted  by  the  SFCCD  Administration  and  the  AFT 
Local  2121  on  March  26,  1992. 

The  following  resolution,  part  of  which  is  in  the 
format  required  by  the  Trustees  of  the  California  State 
University  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   the  District  is  authorized  to  enter  into 

agreements  with  a  state  university,  the 
University  of  California  or  any  other  university  or 
college  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  a 
teacher  education  institution,  to  provide  teaching

WHEREAS:   the  honorarium  or  payment  provided  herein  is 

intended  to  be  transmitted  promptly  by  the 
District  to  the  supervising  teacher  as  compensation  for 
and  recognition  of  services  performed  for  the  student 
teacher  in  the  supervisory  teacher's  charge; 

WHEREAS:   a  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 

and  distributing  funds  payable  for  this 
purpose  has  been  established  with  the  Controller's 
Office  in  1987-88; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  SFCCD  contract 

with  the  Trustees  of  the 
California  State  University  and  San  Francisco  State 
University  to  provide  teaching  experience  through 
practice  teaching  during  the  year  1994-1995  and  at  the 
rate  and  amount  of  $16.67  per  quarter  unit  and  $25.00 
per  semester  unit,  per  student  quarter  or  semester;  and 

FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  the  contract  with  the 

trustees  of  the  California 
State  University  and  San  Francisco  State  University, 
whereby  the  San  Francisco  State  University  may  assign 
students  to  the  schools  in  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  for  practice  teaching,  be  approved; 
and  the  Chancellor,  Chief  Operating  Officer,  and/or 
Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  and  Finance,  are  hereby

The  California  Community  Colleges  Foster  Parent 
Training  Program  has  received  funding  to  provide  training  to 
foster  parents,  group  home  staff,  social  workers  and  youth  in 
foster  care  between  the  ages  of  16  and  19  through  an  interagency 
agreement  with  the  State  Department  of  Social  Services  and  the 
California  Community  Colleges  Foundation.   The  purpose  of  this 
Independent  Living  Skills  training  money  is  to  better  prepare 
adolescents  for  emancipation,  to  provide  specific  training  for 
foster  parents  and  group  home  staff  in  order  to  enable  them  to 
recognize  needs  and  provide  appropriate  support  to  facilitate  the 
youth's  exit  from  dependency,  and  to  the  extent  possible,  include 
social  worker  training  as  part  of  the  team  approach  to  supporting 
youth  on  their  caseload  who  are  in  the  process  of  working  toward 
emancipation.

The  US  is  the  only  industrialized  nation  that  lacks  a 
comprehensive  and  coherent  system  to  help  its  youth  acquire  the 
knowledge,  skills,  abilities  and  information  about  the  labor  market 
necessary  to  make  an  effective  transition  from  school  and  college 
to  careers.  Nationally  75%  of  high  school  students  enter  the 
workforce  without  baccalaureate  degrees.  However,  many  high  school 
graduates  do  not  possess  the  basic  academic  and  occupational  skills 
necessary  for  the  changing  workplace. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  in  collaboration  with  34  other  partners  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  formed  a  partnership 
entitled  Pathways  to  the  Future,  a  consortium  seeking  to  develop  a 
comprehensive  and  integrated  K-16  educational,  employment  and 
training  system  for  the  youths  and  young  adults  of  San  Francisco. 

The  project  is  a  collaboration  bringing  together  City 
College  with  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District;  San  Francisco 
State  University;  employers;  the  City  of  San  Francisco;  state 
agencies;  labor  and  community-based  organizations.  Some  of  these 
partners  are  as  follows:  Bank  of  America,  Wells  Fargo  Bank,  Kaiser 
Permanente,  United  Educators  of  SF,  American  Express. 

The  Pathways  consortium  is  requesting  $499,964  from  the 
US  Department  of  Education  and  Department  of  Labor  to  plan  and 
implement  a  comprehensive,  coherent  and  full  integration  education, 
employment  and  training  system  for  students.  Pathways  will  be  a  K- 
16  model  that  establishes  career  academies  within  SFUSD  high 
schools  articulated  with  City  College  programs  and  employers 
providing  a  work-based  learning  component  for  the  program. 

Pathways  to  the  Future  will  focus  on  three  economic 
sectors  to  provide  an  integrated  school  and  work-based  program  for 
students  at  the  secondary  and  postsecondary  levels.   These  sectors 
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are:  Health  and  Human  Services;  Banking  and  Finance;  and 
Hospitality.  One  of  the  key  objectives  for  the  consortium  will  be 
the  development  of  a  locally  based  credential  which  can  be  utilized 
by  successful  student  graduates  of  these  programs  to  find 
employment  within  these  sectors.  Such  a  portable  credential  will 
be  jointly  developed  by  the  employers  and  the  educators  working 
within  the  consortium. 

Pathways  to  the  Future  has  as  one  of  it's  goals  the 
development  of  a  new  model  for  integrated  curriculum,  a  new  career 
pathway  beginning  in  middle  school  through  secondary  school  to  City 
College  and  ultimately  to  San  Francisco  State  University.  It  will 
include  employer  participation  to  provide  a  work-based  learning 
component  for  both  secondary  and  postsecondary  students. 

SFUSD  will  be  the  fiscal  agent  and  will  administer 
Pathways  to  the  Future  Consortium.  There  are  no  requirements  for 
cash  match  or  contributions  for  this  proposal.

instruction  should  encompass.  A  second  activity  of  this  project 
will  be  research  into  the  link  between  information  literacy  and 
success  in  the  workplace.  This  research  will  be  conducted  both  in 
the  literature  and  through  interviews  with  employers  statewide. 
The  third  major  activity  will  be  development  of  a  strategy  for 
presenting  a  unified  library/ information  curriculum  to  college 
campuses  with  the  intent  of  creating  a  climate  in  which 
library/information  literacy  will  be  adopted  as  crucial  to  all 
undergraduate  instruction. 

The  total  amount  of  the  grant  is  $8,077.  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  will  be  the  fiscal  agent.  There  are  no  cash  matches 
required  in  this  grant.

At  the  June  23,  1994  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
Resolution  No.  940623-B14  was  passed  authorizing  contract  with

at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $60,000  for  1993-94,  $63,600  for  1994-95

The  1992-93  audit  was  completed  by  Leland  L.  Williams  & 
Associates,  and  at  the  May  24,  1994  Board  of  Trustees  meeting 
Resolution  No.  940524-B16  was  passed  authorizing  cancellation  for 
1993-94  auditing  services  to  be  performed  by  Leland  L.  Williams  & 
Company. 

The  accepted  practice  between  accounting  firms  is  that 
when  a  client  changes  firms  the  former  firm  typically  provides 
the  new  firm  with  copies  of  the  work  papers  for  the  most  recently 
completed  audit.   Although  this  is  generally  done  between  firms 
as  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  papers  are  vital  in  that  the  new 
firm  must  review  them  in  order  to  confirm  opening  balances  in  the 
form  of  accounts  receivable,  accounts  payable,  beginning  balance 
and  overall  fund  balance. 

Leland  L.  Williams  &  Associates  failed  to  provide 
Deloitte  &  Touche  with  the  1992-93  work  papers.  Without  the 
workpapers  Deloitte  &  Touche  has  three  alternatives:  1)  to 
re-audit  93-94  activity  to  the  extent  of  verifying  the  opening 
balances;  2)  to  issue  a  qualified  opinion  on  the  93-94  ending 
balance,  fund  balance,  account  receivables  and  accounts  payable; 
and  3)  to  issued  a  disclaimer  on  the  93-94  ending  balance,  fund 
balance,  account  receivables  and  accounts  payable.   The  latter 
two  alternatives  are  unacceptable  in  that  they  would  not  provide 
sufficient  clarity  for  the  92-94  receivables,  payables  and  ending 
balance.

the  Test  Administration  Fee  Rates  -  CCSF  GED 

Testing  &  Assessment,  $42  testing  fee 

President  and  Members : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  passed  Resolution  No.  921217-S2 
increasing  test  administration  fee  rates  for  GED  Testing  and 
Assessment,  effective  March  1,  1993. 

Recent  budget  reductions  affecting  the  classified  work 
calendars  will  result  in  closing  the  CCSF  GED  Testing  Center  for 
a  period  of  six  weeks  during  the  1994-95  semester.   The  Center 
currently  charges  a  $32  testing  fee  and  a  $5  retest  fee,  while 
other  GED  centers  charge  at  the  low  range  $25  and  the  high  range 
$55  for  the  tests.   Of  the  15  testing  centers  in  the  Bay  Area,  10 
centers  charge  between  $40  and  $45  for  the  test.   The  passage  of 
this  resolution  will  bring  the  CCSF  GED  Assessment  Center  fee 
rates  into  line  with  other  rates  in  the  Bay  Area.   The  additional 
revenue  generated  from  the  fee  increase  will  help  subsidize  the 
staffing  of  the  Center.   This  will  allow  the  College  to  operate 
the  Center  an  additional  three  weeks  during  this  academic  year. 

Therefore,  the  following  resolution  is  recommended  for 
adoption: 

WHEREAS:   Currently  the  CCSF  Ged  Assessment  Center  has 

one  of  the  lowest  testing  fees  of  all  GED 
assessment  centers  in  the  Bay  Area  and  is  the  only 
center  that  offers  waivers  in  the  Bay  Area. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  That  the  following  test  administration  fee  rates 
for  the  CCSF  -  GED  Assessment  Center  are 
established  effective  December  1,  1994:

The  reauthorization  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1992 
mandates  that  Title  IV  eligible  institutions  allocate  at  least  5% 
of  their  Federal  Work-Study  allocation  for  the  use  of  non-profit 
community  agencies.  To  comply,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  will 
work  with  public  and  private  non-profit  organizations  to  offer 
part-time  employment  to  students  from  low-income  families. 
Earnings  from  such  employment  will  be  used  to  help  cover  their  cost 
of  education  at  the  City  College  of  San  Francisco. 

The  outside  organization  shall  utilize  the  services  of 
students  from  City  College  of  San  Francisco  who  are  eligible  to 
participate  in  the  Federal  Work-Study  Program,  and  who  are 
qualified  and  acceptable  to  the  outside  organization.  The 
organization  must  agree  that  no  student  will  be  denied  work  or 
subjected  to  different  treatment  under  these  agreements  on  the 
ground  of  race, age,  color , religion,  national  origin,  or  sexual 
orientation,  physical  or  mental  disability,  and  that  it  will  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  (P. L. 88-352;  78 
Stat.  252)  and  Title  IX  of  the  Education  Amendments  of  1972  (P.L. 
92-318)  and  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Education  which 
implement  those  acts. 

The  work  performed  under  these  agreements  by  said 
students  will  be  in  the  public  interest;  will  not  displace  employed 
workers  or  impair  existing  contracts  for  services;  will  not  involve 
political  activities  or  work  for  any  political  party  oie  political 
candidate (s) ;  will  not  involve  the  construction,  operation,  or 
maintenance  of  any  facility  as  is  used  or  is  to  be  used  for 
sectarian  instruction  or  as  a  place  for  religious  worship. 

The  organization  must  agree  to  supervise  the  work  of 
students  participating  in  the  Federal  Work-Study  Program  and  permit 
reasonable  supervision  by  a  representative  of  the  College,  and  to 
allow  no  student  to  work  for  more  than  15  hours  in  any  one  week 
when  classes  are  in  session  and  for  not  more  than  30  hours  during 
term  breaks.  Compensation  will  be  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service 
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classification  3591  College  Aide. 

The  Dean  of  Financial  Aid  reviews  applications  from  public  and 
private  nonprofit  organizations  to  determine  their  eligibility  to 
participate  and  ability  to  meet  requirements,  then  the  proposed 
agreements  are  reviewed  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Administration  and 
Finance.

President  and  Members: 

The  Board  of  Trustess  at  its  July  28,  1994  meeting  approved  Resolution 
No.  940728-S4  which  adopted  the  internal  regulations  for  the  creation  of  any  District 
auxiliary  organization.  On  October  12,  1994,  the  first  Public  Hearing  on  the 
Recommendation  to  establish  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Auxiliary 
Organization  was  held  at  33  Gough  Street.  Various  speakers  of  the  College  community 
proposed  some  changes  to  the  Auxiliary  documents— Articles  of  Incorporation,  Bylaws, 
and  Master  Agreement—and  recommended  that  the  documents  be  reviewed  using  the 
shared  governance  process  of  the  District. 

As  a  result  of  the  suggested  changes  made  at  the  Public  Hearing  and  other 
changes  suggested  at  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Academic  Senate,  Associated 
Students,  SEIU-Local  790,  and  a  scheduled  meeting  with  the  College  Advisory  Council 
on  Thursday,  December  1,  1994,  final  amended  copies  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation, 
Bylaws,  and  Master  Agreement  are  ready  for  the  second  Public  Hearing  on  December  5, 
1994.  After  the  Public  Hearing,  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  announce  its  decision  at  the 
regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  December  5,  1994,  concerning 
the  establishment  of  the  Auxiliary  and,  if  approved,  authorize  the  functions  it  may  perform, 
identify  the  number  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  approve  contractual  arrangements  with 
the  Auxiliary.  If  approved,  the  District  shall  then  submit  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  all  of  the  documents  mentioned  above. 

The  name  of  the  proposed  Auxiliary  will  be  the  "San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  Auxiliary  Organization."  The  Auxiliary  will  serve  the  entire  District.  It 
will  be  an  umbrella  organization  to  initially  provide  the  following  two  functions:  ( 1 ) 
fundraising  for  facilities  and  equipment,  including  parking  and  (2)  fundraising  and 
receiving  gifts,  bequests,  devises,  non-scholarship  endowments,  and  trusts.  Other 
functions,  defined  in  Section  59259  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  can  be 
added  by  amendments  to  the  Master  Agreement. 

The  proposed  documents- Articles  of  Incorporation,  Bylaws,  and  Master 
lAgreement— are  attached  which  will  describe  the  purpose,  functions,  the  Board  of 
'Directors,  and  other  necessary  information  in  compliance  with  the  internal  regulations 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  on  July  28,  1994. 


The  following  activities  are  recommended:

All  revenues 
received  from  parking  citations  will  be  allocated  to  pay  for 
public  safety.

The  Board  of  Trustess  at  its  July  28,  1994  meeting  approved  Resolution 
No.  940728-S4  which  adopted  the  internal  regulations  for  the  creation  of  any  District 
auxiliary  organization.  On  October  12,  1994,  the  first  Public  Hearing  on  the 
Recommendation  to  establish  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Auxiliary 
Organization  was  held  at  33  Gough  Street.  Various  speakers  of  the  College  community 
proposed  some  changes  to  the  Auxiliary  documents— Articles  of  Incorporation,  Bylaws, 
and  Master  Agreement—and  recommended  that  the  documents  be  reviewed  using  the 
shared  governance  process  of  the  District. 

As  a  result  of  the  suggested  changes  made  at  the  Public  Hearing  and  other 
changes  suggested  at  meetings  with  representatives  of  the  Academic  Senate,  Associated 
Students,  SEIU-Local  790,  and  a  scheduled  meeting  with  the  College  Advisory  Council 
on  Thursday,  December  1,  1994,  final  amended  copies  of  the  Articles  of  Incorporation, 
Bylaws,  and  Master  Agreement  are  ready  for  the  second  Public  Hearing  on  December  5, 
1 994.  After  the  Public  Hearing,  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  announce  its  decision  at  the 
regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  December  5,  1994,  concerning 
the  establishment  of  the  Auxiliary  and,  if  approved,  authorize  the  functions  it  may  perform, 
identify  the  number  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  approve  contractual  arrangements  with 
the  Auxiliary.  If  approved,  the  District  shall  then  submit  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  all  of  the  documents  mentioned  above. 

The  name  of  the  proposed  Auxiliary  will  be  the  "San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  Auxiliary  Organization."  The  Auxiliary  will  serve  the  entire  District    It 
will  be  an  umbrella  organization  to  initially  provide  the  following  two  functions:  ( 1 ) 
fundraising  for  facilities  and  equipment,  including  parking  and  (2)  fundraising  and 
receiving  gifts,  bequests,  devises,  non-scholarship  endowments,  and  trusts.  Other 
functions,  defined  in  Section  59259  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  can  be 
added  by  amendments  to  the  Master  Agreement. 

The  proposed  documents— Articles  of  Incorporation,  Bylaws,  and  Master 
jAgreement— are  attached  which  will  describe  the  purpose,  functions,  the  Board  of 
'Directors,  and  other  necessary  information  in  compliance  with  the  internal  regulations 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  adopted  on  July  28,  1994.

President  and  Members: 

In  the  Fall  of  1991,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  began  offering  a  new  community 
services  program  consisting  of  intensive  ESL  classes  to  foreign  students  under  the  auspices 
of  the  International  Education  Program.  The  offerings  are  for  students  from  abroad  who  wish 
to  study  English  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  this  education  in  conformance  with  SB  432  of 
1987,  and  a  California  Education  Code  Section  72253.  It  was  anticipated  that  there  was  a 
substantial  market  for  this  program  in  San  Francisco  which  has  proved  to  be  the  case. 
Enrollment  has  gone  from  25  in  the  Fall  of  1991  to  more  than  130  in  the  Fall  of  1994.  The 
Institute  is  now  self-supporting. 

Due  to  rising  costs  of  faculty  and  staff  salaries  and  general  increases  in  overall  costs, 
it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  fee  charged  of  these  students.  Resolution  910425-S4 
authorized  $70  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class  meets.  Fees  were  raised  in 
Spring  1993  to  $79.75  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class  meets.

ARTICLE  I 
Name 
The  name  of  this  Corporation  is: 

SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT  AUXILIARY 

ARTICLE  II 

Purposes 

This  Corporation  is  a  nonprofit  pubHc  benefit  corporation  and  is  not  organized  for  the  private  gain 
of  any  person.  It  is  organized  under  the  Nonprofit  Public  Benefit  Corporation  Law  for  charitable 
purposes. 

The  specific  purposes  for  which  this  corporation  is  organized  are  to  promote  and  support  the 
educational  program  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  in  accordance  with  the 
mission,  policies,  and  priorities  of  the  District. 

The  general  purposes  and  powers  of  this  Corporation  are  to  have  and  exercise  all  rights  and  powers 
conferred  on  nonprofit  corporations  under  the  laws  of  California,  including  the  power  to  contract, 
rent,  buy  or  sell  personal  or  real  property  and  to  receive  and  hold  property  by  gift,  devise,  or 
bequest,  subject  to  the  laws  regulating  the  transfer  of  property  by  will,  provided  that  such  activities 
are  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  set  fortli  herein. 
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ARTICLE  III 

ConformiU  with  Regulations 

This  Corporation  shall  conduct  its  operations  in  conformity  with  general  regulations  established  by 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  California  Community  Colleges  and  the  implementing  regulations 
established  by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  as  required  by  Education  Code 
Section  72672(c)  and  by  California  Code  of  Regulations,  Title  5  CAC  Section  59257. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Exempt  Status  and  Limitations  on  Activities 

This  corporation  is  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable  puiposes  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  501(c)(3)  of  tlie  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  Articles,  the  corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  other 
activities  not  permitted  to  be  carried  on  (1)  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  federal  income  tax  under 
Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  (2)  by  a  corporation  contributions  to  which  are 
deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  carrying  on  actions  to 
influence  legislation,  and  the  corporation  shall  not  participate  or  intervene  in  any  political  campaign 
(including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of  statements)  on  behalf  of,  or  in  opposition  to,  any 
candidate  for  public  office. 

ARTICLE  V 

Directors

corporations  or  otherwise,  be  taken  to  be  the  members  of  such  Corporation  and  exercise  all  the 
rights  and  powers  of  members  thereof

Dedication  and  Dissolution 

The  propert>'  of  this  corporation  is  irrevocably  dedicated  to  charitable  purposes  and  no  part  of  the 
net  income  or  assets  of  the  organization  shall  ever  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  director,  officer  or 
member  thereof  or  to  the  benefit  of  any  private  person.  On  the  dissolution  or  winding  up  of  the 
corporation,  its  assets,  other  than  trust  funds,  remaining  after  payment  of,  or  provision  for  payment 
of,  all  debts  and  liabilities  of  this  corporation,  shall  be  distributed  to  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  to  be  used  exclusively  for  charitable  purposes.

Section  2.  Powers.  Subject  to  limitations  imposed  by  law,  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  or 
these  Bylaws,  the  activities  and  affairs  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  conducted,  and  all  corporate 
powers  shall  be  exercised  by  or  under  the  direction  of,  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  of 
Directors  may  delegate  the  performance  of  any  duties  or  the  exercise  of  any  powers  to  such  officers 
or  agents  as  may  from  time  to  time  by  resolution  be  designated. 

Section  3.  Term  of  Office  of  Directors.  The  officers  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  listed  in  Section  1  of  this  Article  (Directors  1,  2,  and  3)  shall  serve  as  Directors 
during  their  tenure  as  officers  of  their  respective  groups.  Initially,  Directors  4  to  6  shall  serve  four- 
year  terms;  after  the  first  term,  Directors  4  to  6  shall  ser\'e  three-year  terms.  Director  positions  7  to 
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9  and  1 1  to  25,  as  they  are  filled,  shall  serve  three-year  terms.   Director  10  shall  serve  a  one-year 
term. 

Section  4.  Vacancies.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Board  of  Directors.  A  director  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  his  or 
her  predecessor  in  office. 

Section  5.  Compensation.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Corporation's  business. 

Section  6.  Manner  of  Acting.  The  act  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  present  at  a  meeting  at 
which  a  quorum  is  present  shall  be  the  act  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  unless  the  act  of  a  greater 
number  is  required  by  law  or  by  these  bylaws. 


ARTICLE  VI.  Meetings 

Section  1.  Open  Meetings.  Pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  72674,  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  conduct  its  business  in  public  meetings  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (California  Code  of  Regulations  Section  54950  et  seq.)  ("the  Brown  Act"). 
However,  the  Board  may  hold  closed  sessions  during  any  meeting  to  consider  those  matters  that 
may  lawfully  be  considered  in  such  sessions  under  Chapter  9  of  Part  1  of  Division  2  of  Title  5  of 
the  Government  Code,  commencing  with  Section  54950. 

Section  2.  Regular  Meetings  and  Organizational  Meetings.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  quarterly  at  any  place  within  San  Francisco  which  has  been 
designated  by  the  Board  and  noticed  and  posted  in  the  same  locations  as  those  notices  for  the 
District's  Board  of  Trustees  meetings.  In  the  absence  of  such  designation,  meetings  may  be  held  at 
33  Gough  or  at  50  Phelan,  San  Francisco.  The  regular  meeting  held  during  the  month  of  January  of 
each  year  shall  also  constitute  an  organization  meeting  for  purposes  of  electing  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  as  well  as  the  transaction  of  other  business. 

Section  3.  Special  Meetings.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  called  by 
the  President  or  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Notice  of  Meetings.  An  agenda  for  each  regular  or  special  meeting  shall  be 
posted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Brown  Act.  In  addition  to  compliance  with  the 
requirements  for  notice  of  special  meetings  required  by  the  Brown  Act,  notice  of  each  special 
meeting  shall  be  given  to  each  Director  with  four  days'  notice  if  given  by  first-class  mail  or  48 
hours  notice  if  delivered  personally  or  by  telephone  or  electronic  medium  unless  the  Director  signs 
a  waiver  of  notice,  signs  a  written  consent  to  the  holding  of  the  meeting,  signs  an  approval  of  the 
minutes  thereof,  or  attends  the  meeting  without  protesting  the  lack  of  notice.    Any  such  waiver, 
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consent  or  approval  shall  be  filed  with  the  corporate  records  or  made  a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meetings. 

Section  5.  Quorum.  A  majority  of  the  total  number  of  Directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting. 

Section  6.   Removal  of  Directors.   Directors  of  this  Corporation  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  a  two-thirds  or  more  vote  of  all  members. 


ARTICLE  VII.  Officers 

Section  1.  Officers.  The  officers,  who  are  also  Directors  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Chief  Financial  Officer  who  shall  be  designated  the 
Treasurer.  The  Corporation  may  also  have,  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  such  other 
officers  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint. 

Section  2.  Qualification.  Election  and  Term  of  Office.  The  officers  of  the  Corporation 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  the  annual  organizational  meeting.  Each  officer  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year  unless  he  or  she  resigns  or  is  removed  or  is  otherwise  disqualified  to  serve, 
or  until  his  or  her  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  whichever  occurs  first. 

Section  3.  Subordinate  Officers.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  such  other  officers 
or  agents  as  it  may  deem  desirable,  and  such  officers  shall  serve  such  terms,  have  such  authority, 
and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  4.  Removal  and  Resignation.  Any  officer  may  be  removed  with  cause  by  a  two- 
tliirds  vote  or  more  of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time.  Any  officer  may  resign  at  any  time  by 
giving  written  notice  to  the  Board  of  Directors  or  to  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  corporation. 
Any  such  resignation  shall  take  effect  at  the  date  of  receipt  of  such  notice  or  at  any  later  date 
specified  therein,  and,  unless  otherwise  specified  therein,  the  acceptance  of  such  resignation  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  make  it  effective.  The  above  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  superseded  by 
any  conflicting  terms  of  a  contract  which  has  been  approved  or  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
relating  to  the  employment  of  any  officer  of  the  corporation. 

Section  5.  Vacancies.  Any  vacancy  caused  by  the  death,  resignation,  removal, 
disquahfication,  or  otherwise,  of  any  officer  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  In  the  event 
of  a  vacancy  in  any  office  other  than  that  of  President,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  temporarily  by 
appointment  by  the  President  until  such  time  as  the  Board  shall  fill  the  vacancy.  Vacancies 
occurring  in  offices  of  officers  appointed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  may  or  may  not  be  filled  as 
the  Board  shall  determine. 
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Section  6.  Duties  of  President.  The  President  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
Corporation  and  shall,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  supervise  and  control  the 
affairs  of  the  Corporation  and  the  activities  of  the  officers.  He  or  she  shall  perform  all  duties 
incident  to  his  or  her  office  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  law,  by  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  this  Corporation,  or  by  these  Bylaws,  or  which  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Unless  another  person  is  specifically  appointed  as  Chairperson  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  he  or  she  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  If 
applicable,  the  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  members.  Except  as  otherwise 
expressly  provided  by  law,  by  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  or  by  these  Bylaws,  he  or  she  shall,  in 
the  name  of  the  Corporation,  execute  such  deeds,  mortgages,  bonds,  contracts,  checks,  or  other 
instruments  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  7.  Duties  of  Vice  President.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  the  event  of  his 
or  her  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  the  Vice  President  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President,  and 
when  so  acting  shall  have  all  the  powers  of,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  on,  the  President. 
The  Vice  President  shall  have  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law,  by  the  Articles  of  Incorporation,  or  by  these  Bylaws,  or  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Section  8.  Duties  of  Secretary.  Tlie  Secretary  shall: 

a.  Certify  and  keep  at  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation  the  original,  or  a  copy  of 
these  Bylaws  as  amended  or  otherwise  altered  to  date.  i 

b.  Keep  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Corporation  and/or  at  either  33  Gough  or  50 
Phelan,  a  book  of  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  directors,  and,  if  applicable, 
meetings  of  committees  of  directors  and  of  members,  recording  therein  the  time  and 
place  of  holding,  whether  regular  or  special,  how  called,  how  notice  thereof  was 
given,  the  names  of  those  present  or  represented  at  the  meeting,  and  the  proceedings 
thereof 

c.  See  that  all  notices  are  duly  given  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  Bylaws 
or  as  required  by  law. 

d.  Be  custodian  of  the  records  and  of  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  and  see  that  the  seal  is 
affixed  to  all  duly  executed  documents,  the  execution  of  which  on  behalf  of  the 
corporation  under  its  seal  is  authorized  by  law  or  these  Bylaws. 

e.  In  general,  perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Secretary  and  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  law,  by  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  this 
Corporation,  or  by  these  Bylaws,  or  which  may  be  assigned  to  him  or  her  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Section  9.  Duties  of  Treasurer.  Subject  to  any  provisions  of  these  Bylaws  relating  to  the 
"Execution  of  Instruments,  Deposits  and  Funds,"  the  Treasurer  shall: 

a.  Have  charge  and  custody  of,  and  be  responsible  for,  all  funds  and  securities  of  the 
Corporation,  and  deposit  all  such  fiinds  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  in  such 
banks,  trust  companies,  or  other  depositories  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

b.  Receive,  and  give  receipt  for,  monies  due  and  payable  to  the  Corporation  from  any 
source  whatsoever. 

c.  Disburse,  or  cause  to  be  disbursed,  the  lunds  of  the  Corporation  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such  funds  shall  be  paid  out  only  on  the  check  of  the 
Corporation  signed  by  the  president,  the  vice  president,  the  secretary  or  the 
treasurer,  or  by  such  officers  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

d.  Keep  and  maintain  adequate  and  correct  accounts  of  the  Corporation's  properties 
and  business  transactions,  including  accounts  of  its  assets,  liabilities,  receipts, 
disbursements,  gains  and  losses. 

e.  Exhibit  at  all  reasonable  times  the  books  of  account  and  financial  records  to  any 
director  of  the  Corporation  or  public  on  request  therefor,  and  render  to  the  President 
and  directors,  whenever  requested,  an  account  of  any  or  all  of  his  or  her  transactions 
as  Treasurer  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Corporation. 

f.  Prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  and  certify,  or  cause  to  be  certified,  the  financial 
statements  to  be  included  in  any  required  reports,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
annual  audit  required  by  law. 

g.  In  general,  perform  all  duties  incident  to  the  office  of  Treasurer  and  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  law,  by  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  the 
Corporation,  or  by  these  Bylaws,  or  which  may  be  assigned  to  him  or  her  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  10.  Compensation.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement  for  actual  and  necessaiy  expenses  incurred  in 
the  conduct  of  the  Corporation's  business. 


VIII.  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  Committees.   The  Board,  by  resolution  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  directors, 
provided  a  quorum  is  present,  may  create  one  or  more  committees,  each  consisting  of  two  or  more 
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directors,  to  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  Appointments  to  committees  of  the  Board  shall  be 
by  majority  vote  of  the  directors  then  in  office.  Any  such  committee,  to  the  extent  provided  in  the 
Board  resolution,  shall  have  all  the  authority  of  the  Board,  except  that  no  committee,  regardless  of 
Board  resolution,  may: 

1.  Approve  any  action  which,  under  law  or  the  provisions  of  these  Bylaws,  requires  the 
approval  of  the  members  or  of  a  majority  of  all  of  the  members. 

2.  Fill  vacancies  on  the  board  or  on  any  committee  which  has  the  authority  of  the 
board. 

3.  Fix  compensation  of  the  directors  for  serving  on  the  Board  or  on  any  committee. 

4.  Amend  or  repeal  Bylaws  or  adopt  new  Bylaws. 

5.  Amend  or  repeal  any  resolution  of  the  Board  which  by  its  express  terms  is  not  so 
amendable  or  repealable. 

6.  Create  committees  of  the  board  or  appoint  the  members  thereof. 

7.  Approve  any  transaction  to  which  this  Corporation  is  a  party  and  in  which  one  or 
more  of  the  directors  has  a  material  financial  interest,  except  as  expressly  provided 
in  Section  5233(d)(3)  of  the  California  Nonprofit  Public  Benefit  Corporation  Law. 

Section  2.  Commitfee  Meetings.  Meetings  and  action  of  committees  shall  be  governed  by, 
noticed,  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  Bylaws  concerning  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  with  such  changes  in  the  context  of  such  Bylaw  provisions  as  are  necessary 
to  substitute  the  committee  and  its  members  for  the  Board  of  Directors  and  its  members,  except  that 
the  time  for  regular  meetings  or  special  meetings  of  committees  may  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  or  by  the  committee.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  also  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of  meetings  of  committees  to  the  extent  that  such  rules  and 
regulations  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  these  Bylaws. 


ARTICLE  IX.  BLIDGEI  i 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  adopt  a  budget  for  each  year  in  accordance  with  applicable  law  and  the 
regulations  adopted  by  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District.  The  budget  may  be 
reviewed  and  revised  as  necessary  during  the  course  of  the  year.    Expenditures  for  items  not  ! 

provided  for  in  the  adopted  budget  shall  require  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Expenditures 
provided  in  the  adopted  budget  may  be  disbursed  without  specific  authorization. 
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ARTICLE  X.  EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS.  DEPOSITS  AND  FUNDS 

Section  1.  Execution  of  Instruments.  The  Board  of  Directors,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  these  Bylaws,  may  by  resolution  authorize  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  corporation  to 
enter  into  any  contract  or  execute  and  deliver  any  instrument  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation,  and  such  authority  may  be  general  or  confined  to  specific  instances.  Unless  so 
authorized,  no  officer,  agent,  or  employee  shall  have  any  power  or  authority  to  bind  the  corporation 
by  any  contract  or  engagement  or  to  pledge  its  credit  or  to  render  it  liable  monetarily  for  any 
purpose  or  in  any  amount. 

Section  2.  Checks  and  Notes.  Except  as  otherwise  specifically  determined  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  or  as  otherwise  required  by  law,  checks,  drafts,  promissory  notes,  orders  for 
the  payment  of  money,  and  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  signed  by 
such  officer  or  officers,  agent  or  agents  of  the  Corporation  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  fi-om  time  to 
time  be  determined  by  resolution  of  the  Board.  In  the  absence  of  such  determination,  instruments 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  President  of  the  Corporation. 

Section  3.  Deposits.  All  funds  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  deposited  in  a  timely  manner  to 
the  credit  of  the  Corporation  in  such  banks,  trust  companies,  or  other  depositories  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  select. 

Section  4.  Gifts.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  any 
contribution,  gift,  bequest,  or  devise  for  the  charitable  or  public  purposes  of  this  Corporation. 


ARTICLE  XI.  BOOKS  AND  RECORDS 

The  Corporation  shall  keep  correct  and  complete  books  and  records  of  accounts  and  shall 
also  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  its  Board  of  Directors  and  committees  having  any  of  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  All  books  and  records  of  the  Corporation  may  be  inspected  by 
any  Director  or  his  or  her  agent,  or  by  an  agent  of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District, 
or  by  a  member  of  the  public  for  any  purpose  at  any  reasonable  time. 


ARTICLE  XII.  FISCAL  YEAR 

The  fiscal  year  for  the  Corporation  shall  be  July  1  through  June  30  of  the  succeeding  year 
for  financial  and  accounting  purposes. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  SEAL 
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The  Board  of  Directors  shall  provide  a  corporate  seal  which  shall  incorporate  the  logo  of  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  with  additional  words  "Auxiliary  Organization"  affixed 
to  it,  including  the  date  of  incorporation. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  CONFLICT  OF  INTEREST 

Except  as  provided  in  Education  Code  Section  72678  and  72679,  no  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  financially  interested  in  any  contract  or  other  transaction  entered  into  by  the 
Board,  and  any  contract  or  transaction  entered  into  in  violation  of  this  is  void.  No  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  may  utilize  information,  not  a  matter  of  public  record,  obtained  by  reason  of 
board  membership  for  personal  gain,  and  the  Board  may  recover  any  such  gain  realized. 

ARTICLE  XV.  AMENDMENTS 

These  bylaws  may  be  altered,  amended,  or  repealed,  and  new  bylaws  may  be  adopted  by  a 
majority  of  the  directors  present  (See  Article  VI,  Sec.  5)  at  any  regular  meeting  or  at  any  special 
meeting  if  at  least  five  days'  written  notice  is  given  of  intention  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  or  to  adopt 
new  bylaws  at  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVI.  INDEMNIFICATION  OF  DIRECTORS  AND  OFFICERS 

This  Corporation  shall  defend  any  Director  who  is  a  party  or  is  threatened  to  be  made  a 
party  to  any  proceeding,  other  than  an  action  by  or  in  the  right  of  the  Corporation,  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  such  Director  is  or  was  an  agent  of  this  Corporation,  and  will  indemnify  any  such  Director 
against  expenses,  judgments,  fines,  settlements,  and  any  other  such  amounts  actually  and 
reasonably  incurred  in  connection  with  such  proceeding  if  such  Director  acted  in  good  faith  and  in  a 
manner  which  such  Director  reasonably  believed  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  this  Corporation,  and 
in  the  case  of  a  criminal  proceeding,  if  such  Director  had  no  reasonable  cause  to  believe  the  conduct 
was  unlawful;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  director  shall  be  so  indemnified  with  respect  to  any 
matter  as  to  which  such  director  shall,  in  any  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding,  be  finally  adjudged  to 
be  liable  for  actual  misconduct  in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties  as  a  director.

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MASTER  AGREEMENT 
BY  AND  BETWEEN 

THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT 

AND 

THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMUNITY  COLLEGE  DISTRICT 
AUXILIARY  ORGANIZATION 

This  Agreement  is  made  and  entered  into  this  th  day  of  ,  199  ,  by  and 

between  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  hereafter  "the  District",  and  the 
San  Francisco  Community  College  District  Auxiliary  Organization,  hereafter  "SFCCDAO,"  an 
independent  organization  established  and  operated  as  an  auxiliary  organization  to  the  District. 

L  PURPOSE 

The  purposes  of  the  SFCCDAO  are  to  promote  and  support  the  educational  programs  and  services  of 
the  District  in  accordance  with  the  mission,  policies,  and  priorities  of  the  District. 

n.  AREAS  OF  SERVICE 

The  SFCCDAO,  tlirough  amendments  to  this  Agreement,  may  administer  functions  or  activities 
defined  in  Section  59259  of  Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  and  other  functions  as  may  be 
added  by  the  California  Community  Colleges  Board  of  Governors.  These  areas  of  service  shall 
include: 

1 .  The  raising,  administration  and  distribution  of  funds  to  be  used  by  and  for  the  benefit  of 

the  educational  programs  and  supportive  services  of  the  District.  The  two  functions 
that  will  be  initially  established  are  (1)  fundraising  for  facilities  and  equipment,  including 
parking  and  (2)  fundraising  and  receiving  gifts,  bequests,  devises,  endowments  and 
trusts.  Other  functions  can  be  added  by  amendments  to  the  Master  Agreement,  which 
must  be  approved  by  SFCCD  and  SFCCDAO. 

2.  Acting  as  the  trustee  for  any  trust  or  endowment  incidental  to  the  principal  objects  of 
the  SFCCDAO,  and  in  connection  therewith  to  receive,  hold,  administer  real  and 
personal  property  of  every  kind  and  character  whatsoever  and  expend  funds  subject  to 
such  trust  or  endowment. 

All  services  and  activities  shall  be  conducted  under  the  Board  Policies  and  Administrative  Regulations 
as  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Administration  of  the  District  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  72670  et  seq.  of  the  California  Education  Code,  and  Section  59259,  Title  5, 
California  Code  of  Regulations  and  approved  by  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor,  California  Community 
Colleges. 


in.  USE  OF  FACILrnES  AND  REIMBURSEMENT 

The  SFCCDAO  may  occupy,  operate,  and  use  District  facilities  and  property  separately  or  jointly  with 
the  District  as  identified  or  determined  by  the  District. 

The  SFCCDAO  shall  use  the  facilities  and  property  only  for  those  services  and  functions  that  are 
consistent  with  the  policies,  rules  and  regulations,  which  have  been  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  right  to  use  any  of  the  District  facilities  or  equipment  included  in  this  Agreement  or 
amendments  thereto  shall  cease  upon  written  notice  by  the  District. 

IV.  USE  OF  SERVICES  AND  REIMBURSEMENT 

Expenditures  incurred  by  the  District  as  a  result  of  the  use  of  District  services  for  activities  of  the 
Auxiliary  will  be  reimbursed  according  to  any  prior  agreement  or  amendments  to  this  Master 
Agreement. 

To  permit  the  Auxiliary  time  (two  years)  to  become  established  and  perform  its  services,  programs,  and 
fiinctions,  the  District  agrees  to  provide  one  full-time  staff  support  and  some  public  relations  assistance 
to  the  Auxiliary  (since  the  Auxiliary's  activities  do  not  initially  include  any  self-supporting  commercial 
enterprises).  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Auxiliary  shall,  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section 
72672,  provide  salaries,  working  conditions  and  benefits  for  its  full-time  employees  that  are 
comparable  to  those  provided  District  employees  performing  substantially  similar  services 

The  independent  CPA  firm  retained  to  audit  the  District  will  also  audit  the  SFCCDAO. 

V.  COVENANT 

During  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  the  SFCCDAO  agrees  to  maintain  its  existence  and  to  operate  in 
accordance  with  CaUfomia  Education  Code  Sections  72670  et  seq.,  and  with  Sections  59250-59265, 
Title  5,  California  Code  of  Regulations,  as  well  as  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
Board  Policies  and  Administrative  Regulations,  and  any  other  applicable  state  laws  and  District 
regulations. 


VL  SIGNS,  FIXTURES  AND  EQUIPMENT 

During  the  term  of  this  agreement,  the  SFCCDAO  shall  have  the  right  to  place  and  attach  fixtures, 
signs  and  equipment  in  or  upon  facilities  as  authorized  by  the  District  or  in  writing  as  to  number,  size 
and  location.  Fixtures,  signs  or  equipment  so  erected,  placed  or  attached  by  the  Auxiliary  shall  be  and 
remain  the  property  of  the  Auxiliary  and  be  removed  therefrom  by  the  Auxiliary  upon  the  termination 
of  this  Agreement. 
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VII.  RIGHT  OF  ENTRY 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  at  any  time  the  District  and  its  agents  shall  have  the  right  to  enter 
described  facilities  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  purposes  of  examination  and  supervision. 


Vm.  INDIRECT  COSTS 

If  the  SFCCDAO  administers  a  grant-sponsored  program,  or  other  similar  program,  it  shall  reimburse 
the  College  for  indirect  costs  associated  with  the  performance  of  services  by  the  College  for  the 
Auxiliary  relating  to  the  grant-sponsored  project.  Such  reimbursement  will  take  into  consideration  the 
District's  indirect  costs  rate  and  the  ^proved  indirect  cost  allocations,  if  any,  of  the  grant  or  other 
similar  program  award. 


IX.  DISTRIBUTION  OF  ASSETS  UPON  CESSATION 

Upon  cessation  of  operations  of  the  SFCCDAO  under  this  Agreement,  unless  extended  or  renewed, 
the  net  assets  of  the  SFCCDAO  resulting  or  arising  from  this  Agreement  shall  be  either  transferred  to 
the  District  or  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  District. 


X.  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

With  respect  to  expenditures  for  public  relations  or  other  purposes  which  would  serve  to  augment 
District  appropriations  for  the  operation  of  the  District,  the  SFCCDAO  may  expend  funds  in  such 
amount  and  for  such  purposes  as  are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  SFCCDAO.  The 
SFCCDAO  shaU  file  with  the  District  a  statement  of  its  policy  on  accumulation  and  use  of  public 
relations  fiinds.  The  statement  will  include  the  policy  and  procedure  on  solicitation  of  funds,  source  of 
fimds,  purposes  for  which  the  funds  will  be  used,  allowable  expenditures,  and  procedures  of  control. 


XL  THIRD  PARTY  AGREEMENTS 

The  SFCCDAO  shall  not  enter  into  any  contract  that  would  obligate  the  District,  its  facilities  or 
equipment,  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  District. 
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XIT.  INSURANCE  AND  INDEMNIFICATION 

The  SFCCDAO  will  be  included  in  the  District's  insurance  policies  for  all  of  its  regular  functions  The 
District  may  require  the  SFCCDAO  to  secure  separate  insurance  coverage  for  special  events  sponsored 
by  the  SFCCDAO  or  for  specific  projects  undertaken  by  it.

XIII.  NO  ASSIGNABILITY 

This  Agreement  is  not  assignable  by  the  SFCCDAO.  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  nor  shall  the  Auxiliary 
permit  anyone  else  to  use  the  described  facilities  or  any  part  thereof  without  written  permission  of  the 
District.

WHEREAS:   Denying  access  to  education  does  absolutely  nothing  to  contiol 
immigration  and  may  create  an  uneducated  permanent  under-class 
of  immigrants;  and 

WHEREAS:  The    San    Francisco    Community    College    District    values    the 
economic,  social,  and  cultural  contributions  of  all  immigrants;  and 

WHEREAS:  1 . 1  billion  dollars  in  federal  funds  currently  going  to  public  colleges 
and  universities  in  California  from  the  federal  government  would 
be  in  jeopardy  due  to  the  conflict  between  the  reporting  requirements  of 
Proposition  187  and  the  privacy  restrictions  of  FERPA  (Family  Educational  Rights 
and  Privacy  Act);  and
